Ist, 124 more than for the same 
period last year, Two a day happened for 
the first thirteen days of July.

A. naivete that fails to recog- 
nize the petty infamy of small natures — 
a guilelessness that ignores the interpreta- 
tion ignoble minds might put upon his 
own actions ~ make Mark Sabre a unique 
and appealing character. These qualities 
too, make him misunderstood and an easy 
prey to the worldly minded.

| Essex County Agricultural School Notes 


The school year for new students of the 
Agricultural Department commences Tues- 
day, September 2. Very important outside 
work will be undertaken from the start. 

The Homemaking Department opens for 
work on Wednesday, September This 
includes both the advanced and ‘the new 
students. Very important work in canning 
and food preservation is taken up at the 
very opening of the school year. 

Owing to the recent fire, students in the 
Homemaking Department will have head- 
quarters in both the reconstructed Home- 
making Building and in the Brick Building. 
Furniture, equipment, and supplies are now 
being assembled very rapidly, so that no 
serious delay will be experienced. 

Everyone feels that the annual Field Day, 
held at the School on Wednesday, August 20, 
was a great success. Good attendance, 
interesting sports, and contests, and a fine 
speaking program made a well balanced and 
fully rounded day. The leading speaker was 
National Grange Master Lewis J. Tabor of 
Ohio. He outlined six leading thoughts 
valuable to Grange members to follow in a 
constructive national progressive campaign. 
Others on the program were Past Master 
Leslie R. Smith, Past Master Chapman, 
State Lecturer Burton T, Mowry. 

In the contest for the best percentage of 
attendance, Ipswich Grange received the 
silver cup offered by the State Master, hav- 
ing an attendance of 23 per cent. Danvers 
Grange was second with 18 per cent, By- 
field third with 16 per cent and Wakefield 
fourth with 14 per cent. 

About 400 pullets have already been 


housed on the school poultry plant. The 

ns were thoroughly cleaned and disin- 
fected and fresh litter placetl in them. Pen 
No. 1 has 200 S. C. R. I. Reds hatched 
March 23. These pullets are five months 
old and are laying about twenty-five per day, 
their average weight being in excess of five 
pounds. 

Pen No. 2 has 125 Barred Plymouth 
Rock pullets, hatched March 3, five and one 
half months old, laying three dozen eggs per 
day, or about 30 per cent egg production. 

Pen No. 3 contains 100 S. C. White Leg- 
horn pullets, hatched March 23, laying 
twenty-five eggs per day, and the average 
weight of these pullets is close to four 
pounds. 

All of these birds were treated with an 
application of mecurial ointment which will 
keep the birds free from lice for several 
months. The regular school ration of dry 
mash and scratch grain is fed and as our 
supply of green feed is very limited, we are 
feeding germinated oats every day, four 
quarts to one hundred birds.

Demonstration Agent, has returned pig her 
vacation and is again in her office.

If any readers doubt the veracity of 
this statement, [ refer them to my com- 
panions. 

Our first night we spent at the Willey 
Camps, located at the very base of the 
majestic clifis of Mt. Webster. Tuesday 
morning we set out for the summit of Mt. 
Washington by way of the Webster Cliff 
trail and the Crawford path, a long steady 
climb of about 16 miles. For the first mile 
the trail rises very steeply to the first lookoff 
and then ascends more gradually over rocky 
ledges and through evergreen groves until 
the highest point on Mt. Webster Cliff is 
reached. e view from there is simply 
stupendous, one of the very finest in all the 
White mountains. Only from the summit of 
any mountain can its real height be appreci- 
ated. Looking down into Crawford Notch, 
big touring cars seems ridiculously tiny 
(would that some egotists could be com- 
pelled to see themselves from a mountain 
top). dn eve direction__green forests 
stretched over hill and valley like carpets of 
velvet, while here and there were lakes 
sparkling like sapphires dropped from the 
hand of the Creator. We gazed upon a 
rolling sea of mountains, many of them but 
faintly outlined in the obscuring haze like 
dreams amid the dim uncertainties of the 
future. 

But Washington, the undisputed monarch 
of the hills, summoned us to make haste and 
we proceeded onward for the rest of the day 
over the intervening peaks to our goal and 
then walked back a mile and a half to the 
Lake of the Clouds Hut in time for supper. 
This hut is one of several similar structures 
the Appalachian Club has built for the 
comfort and safety of hikers. Each of these 
huts has a hutmaster and several assistants 
whose business it is to provide meals and 
accommodations for all who drop in for the 
night. In addition to possessing such quali- 
fications as strong physique and sterling 
character, these young fellows know how to 
cook. Sometimes as many as fifty or even 
seventy-five hikers put up in one of these 
huts for the night. As the huts are not 
steam-heated and the supply of blankets is 
limited, the tramper who arrives on a cold 
night and finds a good many others there is 
“out of luck;” he may be able to get only 
one blanket, unless hestrips the blankets from 
the other hikers after they have sunk into 
slumber. But most mountain climbers are 
too square and too well aware of what is 
pad or them to adppt any such desperate 
tactics. One night ie thermometer drop} 
to 30° and the blew furiously. The 
only way I could keep warm was by thinking 
over all the things that had made me “‘hot”’ 
during the past twenty years. However, 
this sort of protection against the cold is 
ruinous to the disposition. ’Twere better to 
shiver, 

There is neither time nor space to describe 
our trip in full and so I shail touch briefly 
upom a few features. of. it. that may. be..of 
special interest to readers of this letter. 
In ten days of tramping we covered about 
150 miles. Of all the trails that I have been 
over this and other summers there are several 
of which I am especially fond. The Tucker- 
man Ravine trail, with its Crystal Cascade, 
Snow Arch, the fall of a thousand streams 
over the head-wall, and its lovely flowers 
blooming in litt'e nooks and crannies, is 
probably without a rival in sheer pictur- 
esqueness. The Great Gulf trail as it wends 
its way through the forest, keeping close to a 
brook that dashes in and out among the 
rocks in beautiful falls and crystal pools, is 
dear to all lovers of the woods. The Gulfside 
trail over the Northern peaks is said to be 
the finest walk east of the Rockies. One may 
look down into the depths of great ravines or 
out over a sweep of landscape extending from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Adirondacks and 
up into Canada, For panoramic splendor of 
‘outlook this path is unexcelled. The beauties 
of the Webster Cliff trail, another of my 
favorites, I have already described. 

To my mind the mountains are more 
beautiful in cloudy than in clear weather. 
The shadows from the clouds dance play- 
fully or sweep majestically over the hills and 
valleys. The colors of the mountains are 
constantly changing from bright green to 
purple, steel gray, deep blue, golden brown, 


‘land to other hues that defy the efforts of 


the artist to reproduce. You seem almost to 
see God at work painting the hills before 
your very eyes, The mists at times rise and 
fall with the swiftness of curtains -in a 
theatre, disclosing and pees apg view 
vast expanses of country within a single 
minute. The view into a valley sometimes 
resembles an immense caldron, with the 
steam rising up the steel blue walls of the 
encircling mountains, Sometimes at sunset 
these ascending vapors are struck into gold 
or into variegated colors until they seem 
like giant sunbeams whose dimensions reach 
into the miles. The sunsets on Mt. Washing- 
ton are unparalleled by anything I have 
ever seen elsewhere. It were hopeless even 
to attempt to describe them within the 
limits of this already lengthy letter. If I 
were to put into words what I actually saw, 
the readers of this letter who have never 
been in the mountains would accuse me of 
nature faking or violating the Volstead Act. 

Those unacquainted with the mountains 
have little idea of the suddenness or fierce- 
ness of the storms that sweep across the ex- 
posed ridges above the tree line. Four times 
we were drenched to the skin while hiking 
over the trails. The day Mr. Smith and I 
tramped from the Glen House over the 
Tuckerman Ravine trail and down the Craw- 
ford path to meet Jesse Billington at Craw- 
ford station at 4:20, we ran into a heavy 
rain storm that continued for three hours, 
making our trail a running brook and con- 
vincing us that the ideal costume for moun- 
tain climbing is a bathing suit. Soaked to 
the skin, we dropped into a little refreshment 
canteen near the Crawford House and were 
soaked some more, being charged 50 cents 
for a cup of coffee and a microscopic piece 
of cake. 

Tuesday morning Mr. Smith, Billington, 
and myself went over the Webster Cliff trail 
and Crawford path again to Mt. Washi 
This trip makes a good entrance examination 
for mountain climbing. If a man passes this 


test he is all right for whatever lies ahead. 
The novice should not have the climb 
described to him in detail before he starts 
out — he may not start out. 

I neglected in an earlier paragraph to 
mention that the King Ravine trail is one of 
my favorites. After reaching the floor of 
the Ravine, the trail leads either over (ele- 


‘vated route) or under (subway route) 


boulders as large as houses and then up the 
head wall that rises 1600 feet in 5-16 of a 
mile. Climbers are obliged to use all-fours 
as they ascend this headwall over the slide 
of boulders. This and Huntington Ravine 
are the two “sportiest’”’ climbs in the White 
Mountains. 

People unacquainted with the mountains 
have little idea of the suddenness and 
fierceness of the storms that sweep across 
the exposed ridges above the tree line. To be 
caught in such a storm may prove @ very 
serious matter, even in summer. Men have 
lost their lives in blizzards on the Presi- 
dential range in the month of July. The wind 
frequently attains a velocity of 75 or 100 
miles an hour on Mt. Washington. The 
weather here is more treacherous than any- 
where else in New England. Managers and 
employees in the Summit House say that 
after forty summers’ experience they cannot 
predict the weather half an hour ahead. 

One of the interes’ features of a vaca- 
tion in the mountains is the spirit of com- 
radery among hikers. Everyone speaks to 
everyone else. It is easy to strike up ac- 
quaintances, God’s great outdoors seems to 
melt away artificial reserve. Hikers for the 
most part are a very democratic lot. 

As this letter is now too long, I will close 
by strongly recommending that those who 
have never tramped ‘the mountains devote 
part of their vacation next summer to this 
exhilerating sport.

and Marine Memorial 


The Navy 


A movement is under way to erect in 
Washington a beautiful and stately monu- 
ment, as a memorial to the men of the sea, 
and dedicated to those who have been lost. 
Congress has allotted to it perhaps the most 
conspicuous site in the Capital. 

There is no such monument anywhere in 
America. There is no monument that 
attests any appreciation by men and women 
of the dangers which the men of the sea have 
braved, or the conquest of those dangers 
which they have achieved. There is no 
visible, reminder of our debt to the men of 
the sea. 

Though monuments to military com- 
manders adorn selected spots in all the 
civilized countries of the earth, only a few 
monuments to naval men exist; and virtually 
zo these commemorate war achievements 
only, 

A monument that glorifies no individual, 
no battle, no war, cannot help appealing to 
the mind in a way in which no other thing 
appeals. 

Such a tribute it is the intent of the Navy 
and Marine Memorial Association to render 
to the men of the sea; to the men of the sea of 
all nations and all times, but especially those 
of our own nation and our own time. It 
is to be dedicated to those who have lost 
their lives in service on the sea; but it will 
memorialize, as well, those from whom the 
supreme sacrifice was not required, but who 
braved the same dangers as those from whom 
it was required, and stood equally ready to 
make it. It says to the countless millions 
who have profitted by their work, that they 
must not forget that work, or neglect the 
men who did it. 

The Navy and Marine Memorial, besides, 
symbolizes the grandeur of the sea. It 
suggests to those who move “along the cool, 

uester’d vale of life,’”’ and dwell in the 
safety and tranquillity of the common- 

lace, that there is another life, a life beauti- 
ul and inspiring and inspiriting and danger- 
ous. It calls on every one to visualize what 
seamen have done for him, and to pay a 
rightful tribute to those who, through all 
the dim centuries of the distant past and the 
brilliant years of the recent past, have “‘gone 
down to the sea in ships, and have done their 
business in great waters.” 

The Navy and Marine Memorial will stand 
in distinct outline on a fitting site at the 
brink of the Potomac river in Washington. 
It will be surrounded by water on three 
sides. Far across the wide river, high 
among the rolling Virginia hills, are the 
clustering monuments and shafts of Arling- 
ton National Cemetery, where many who 
died heroic deaths rest amid their military 
honors. 

An ocean wave of statuary bronze — 26 
feet -wide, 32 feet long and 32 feet high — 
over-which honor seven sea gulls, will be 
mounted-on a bronze pedestal with a finishing 
seat in polished sea-green granite.. Leading 
to’the wave will be a series of steps and 
platforms, the extreme proportions of which 
will be 190 feet deep by 156 feet wide. On 
the platform there will be bronze reliefs

exactly what my position is in this campaign. 


I am a candidate for the United States 
Senate. I became a candidate many months 
ago. Before announcing my candidacy I 
had received thousands of requests from men 
and women all over Massachusetts who 
believed in the things I stand for and who 
saw no other way in which they could express 
their feeling at the polls. I shall be loyal to 
these men and women who agree with me 
that the most vital question now confronting 
the American people is the preservation of a 
Republican form of government and the 
maintenance of the fundamental principles 
of the Federal Constitution — the- great 
charter of our liberties. I shall be loyal to 
the best interests of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. I shall be faithful to my oath of 
office. I shall conduct myself in such a way 
that I am confident my course will meet with 
the approval of the State of Massachusetts, 
the homes, the business and the industries 
which I hold close to my heart. 


Others have tried to divert the primary 
contest into a discussion of questions with 
which a Senator of the United States, as a 
Senator, has nothing whatever to do. I 
have been asked to state my attitude with 
regard to the acceptance by the voters of 
Massachusetts of the State Enforcement Act 
which the Massachusetts Legislature passed 
last year. That is purely a State question. 
My position today is exactly what it was two 
years ago. I am against this State Enforce- 
ment Act. I do not believe that Massa- 
chusetts should be called upon to enforce a 
Federal law, for reasons which I have never 
hesitated to declare. 


It is said that I am opposed to the so- 
called Child Labor Amendment. That also 
is a question to be determined by the State. 
Congress has already voted on that amend- 
ment and has laid it before the States for 
ratification. No Senator of the United 
States during my term of office can have 
anything to say as to whether this amend- 
ment shall be ratified or not. I have always 
been against the proposed amendment and 
I am still against it. It is falsely designated 
as a Child Labor Amendment. The word 
“Child” does not appear in it. It provides 
that the individual states shall turn over 
to the United States Congress the power to 
control absolutely all persons under eighteen 
years of age. It proposes to nationalize the 
youth of the United States It had its in- 
ception in Russia and much of its support 
has come from the emissaries of the Soviet 
whose representatives have blackmailed 
Congress into laying it before the Legisla- 
tures of States. In arguing before the Com- 
mittee in Congress in favor of this amemd- 
ment, the President of the American Child 
Hygiene Association declared: “The child 
is not private property to be controlled and 
treated at the will of the parent, but public, 
belonging to the public.” This is in harmony 
with the declaration of the President of the 
Young Communists Internationale in Mos- 
cow, who says: ‘‘We must nationalize the 
children. We must remove the children from 
the pernicious influence of the family. We 
register the children, or—let us speak 
plainly — we must nationalize them. To 
compel the mother to surrender her child to 
us, that is the practical task before us.” 

It is the most dangerous amendment to 
the Constitution which has ever been pro- 
posed. Should Congress exericse in full the 
power entrusted to it, it would demolish 
the foundations of our government. We 
should no longer be a free Republic. This 
so-called Child ,Labor Amendment is a 
monstrous thing with a seductive name. It 
is the dream of socialism; the spawn of 
communism; the ugly progeny of the Soviet. 
Should this amendment be adopted, as a 
Senator of the United States it will be my 
duty to,protect the youth of Massachusetts 
frog iighnalisn effects, so that the atténipt 
which @ill be made to create in Washington a 
tremendous bureau to enforce its provisions 
shall be thwarted. In company with other 
Senators, both Republican and Democratic, 
who hold allegiance to our form of govern- 
ment and to the Constitution, I shall fight 
so long as life is in me to prevent the things 
made possible by this invasion of the funda- 
mental law. Massachusetts has the most 
humane child labor laws of any community

Crew of Whaling Barque Wanderer 
Rescued by Sturdy Band of Volun- 
teers Aided by Andover Men 


Cornelius A. Wood was an eye witness to 
the wreck of the barque Wanderer on 
Cuttyhunk Island Tuesday of this week and; 
he was so deeply impressed with the heroism 
of the men of Cuttyhunk who launched a 
boat in a heavy sea to go to the assistance 
of the crew that he has recorded his appre- 
ciation in the following letter written to the 
captain: 

August 28, 1924 


Captain Louis J. Ramos 

Cuttyhunk Island, 

Dukes County, Massachusetts. 
Dear Captain Ramos: — 

As you are well aware, Yang by three | 
days of heavy surf, moderate winds, an 
increasing dullness ever diminishing the 
light of the sun, Tuesday, August 26th, 
ushered into existence one of the heaviest 
gales or hurricanes that ever struck Cutty- 
hunk Island. Besides casting five or six of 
the fisherman’s boats from moorings oato 
the shore, breaking up their lobster pots, and 
tearing away by the roots ancient trees 
which crashed the roofs of houses, it buried 
the road with heavy rocks, washed away the 
fishing stands, and carried huge bits of 
wreckage inland nearly one hundred yards 
beyond the ordinary bounds of the sea. 

During this hurricane, the whaling barque 
“Wanderer” of New Bedford, which was 
anchored off Salter’s Point, broke adrift. 
Her rudder became so crippled by the sea 
that her crew lost control and she drifted 
rapidly toward the dreaded Sow and Pigs 
reef. 

Seeing that their ship was doomed — the 
last of the tall square-rigged ships that in all 

robability will ever go a-whaling out of New 
Bedford —the crew of the ‘ Wanderer” 
took to the whaleboats. Wind and tide was 
setting them toward the reef and their fate 
hung in the balance, rowing as they were for 
their lives. 

“They can’t keep it up forever,” you said; 
and, with utter disregard of self and property, 
you manned your own launch with a sturdy 
crew of volunteers and put to the rescue, 
although the captain of the coast guard crew 
had refused to risk his own men in the 
Government life boat especially designed for 
such work. 

That their courage may be recorded, I 
give below the names of those who ac- 
companied you in this heroic task:

Humphrey Jamison 

Isaiah Tilton, all of Cuttyhunk. 

Cuttyhunk has long been famous for her 
heroes, as is testified by the many records in 
stone to be found in her little cemetery. 
Although the present act was unaccompanied 
by any loss of life, its motive and daring is 
second to none. It deserves thé highest 
commendation from all who know and even 
that is faint praise when weighed in the 
balance with the inward satisfaction derived 
from acting the part of a man in the un- 
selfish cause of men.

Fill jars with them and then 
cover with good, strong cider vinegar 
and water in equal parts; add a table- 
spoonful of salt to each quart jar, 
seal and set away for winter. 

Uncooked Conserve. 

Take any amount of pitted cherries 
and cover them with good yinegar over 
night. In the morning drain off the 
vinegar and add as much sugar as 
cherries by measure, Stir until well 
dissolved, place in au stone crock, cover 
with a cloth and plate and they are 
ready to serve in a few weeks. They 
will keep all the year and are a de- 
Iiclous zest for meats. The richest, 
best-flavored cherries are, of course. 
the kind to put up In this way. The 
sour cherry Is fine canned as usual 
for pies. 


, Light Rolls. 

To two cupfuls of bread flour add 
one-quarter of a cupful of yeast, one 
and one-half cupfuls of milk and water 
mixed, one teaspoonful of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls each of sugar and but- 
ter; beat well and let stand until light 
and full of bubbles. Knead, adding a 
well-beaten egg and flour enough to 
make a dough stiff enough to handle. 
Let rise again until double its. bulk. 
form into rolls, brush with butter and 
when light bake tn a hot oven.

HEROES AT CUTTYHUNK | _ 


An Appeal for Help to Stamp Out 
Tuberculosis in Essex County 


On the hill back of the Essex County 
Sanatorium, hidden away among the fra- 
grant pines, aré found the tents of the Essex 
County Health Camp. Here in peaceful 
surroundings, under most favorable con- 
ditions for regaining health, thirty-eight 
youngsters from the different cities and 
towns in Essex County are receiving at- 
tention which will help them to become 
strong and vigorous. 

These children have been discovered by 
state and county tuberculosis specialists at 
the- examination’ clinics for underweight 
school children, and by the physicians and 
nurses of boards of health and school com- 
mittees in their work to improve the health 
of the chilren in their communities. 

Some of these children have come from 
hot city streets and others from homes 
where one or both of the parents are victims 
of tuberculosis, some of whom are now in the 
County Sanatorium. These youngsters 
go to the camp for two months of outdoor 
life under supervision of the doctors of the 
County Sanatorium, the camp nurse, and 
her staff of assistants. 

Life at the camp is ideal. A bell rings at 
six thirty o’clock, which means bound out 
and step under the cold shower. After a 
vigorous rub the children are dressed and 
ready for breakfast, with a ruddy glow on 
their cheeks and an appetite for consuming 
quantities of fruit, cereal, and rich creamy 
milk. After breakfast they join in a song 
and a prayer, following which they listen to 
a health talk given by the nurse. At nine 
o’clock they are called to straighten out their 
beds and also to receive a careful inspection 
by the nurse to discover any special need for 
medical attention. The children .are regul- 
arly weighed and measured, and their 
progress is watched throughout their entire 
stay. From ten to eleven the children are 
free to play with the help of their boy and 
girl scout leaders, after which a nourishing 
dinner of meat, vegetables, milk, brown 
bread, and butter-is seryed and devoured 
with ravenous appetites. From one to 
three the children rest in absolute quiet, 
with blankets spread upon the pine needles. 
Supper is served at five o’clock. After 
supper and a delightful hour of song and 
story, the tired youngsters are ready for 
bed. The Sandman comes immediately 
and the weary littl ‘Health Crusaders 
journey away into the Land of Nod and 
pleasant dreams. 

These children will be returned home at 
the end of the summer much improved in 
physical condition and, what is perhaps of 
even greater importance, with theknowledge 
gained by observing the children during the 
summer, , which will help their parents, 
family physicians, schoo] nurses and doctors 
to give them the right care during the entire 


ear. 

Such is the type of work which must be 
done for these children and many others if 
tuberculosis is to be stamped out at its 
source. Thousands of underweight children 
must be carefully examined every year to 
discover those needing special attention. 
Many of those discovered will need treat- 
ment at the summer camps and sanatoria. 
Many more will need careful follow-up in 
their homes to make sure they are living 
under proper conditions and receiving the 
care they need. 

Under the stimulus of the ten-year 
child-health program of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health for the discovery of 
children threatened with tuberculosis, this 
camp will be needed as a permanent insti- 
tution and should be able to care for twice 
the number of children another year. This 
means additional and better equipment and 
service. 

The County Association must also stand 
ready to help organize clinics for under- 
weight and delicate children and to assist in 
the follow-up of those discovered needing 
attention. ;
